A special dispatch to tho Chronicle from 


Now York, date 3 October 4th, says the 
most intense excitement prevailed in and 
about the Custom House all day. "Whole 
troops of importers and brokers kept com 
ing and going, and as 3 o'clock approached 
the numbers increased until the rotunda 
was filled with a solid mass of humanity 
which jostled, pushed and yelled. Al 
wished to get their entries in under the old 
law, and stood ready to make entries the 
moment their vessels were sighted at Fire 
Island. 


By the decision of yesterday the Custom 


House was to have closed at 3 o'clock thi 
afternoon, bat the mass of importers ant 
brokers in tha Custom House was so grea 
at 3 o'clock that Collector Erhardt an 
nounoed that the time would be eztendei 
until 6 o'clock. Each moment after 
o'clock tbe excitement became greater 
Those in tbe rotunda appeared to be goin 
orazy. They shouted, yelled and mad 
futile efforts to more about. The clerks in 
the rarious divisions were swamped wit! 
business. Not for years has such a seen 
been enacted in the Custom House. 


The Collector was in a quandary. Hi 


office was jammed full of importers, wh 
waved rolls in their hands and shouted t 
him not to close. The pressure on th 
Collector became so great that finally b 
telegraphed Secretary Wmdom for advice 
The Secretary soon replied for the^Colleoto 
to use his -liaoretion in the matter. Ac 
oordingl.-' the Collector decided to keep th 
Custom rou"> open until 12 o'clock to 
nigbt. WlijK this decision was announce 
the importers cheered.

Pointer!! From the Annual Report o 


"Wyoming's Governor. 


In his annual report Governor Warre 


estimates the population of Wyoming a 
something in excess of 63,000. These fig 
urea are furnished by the census super 
•riser, but ths Governor is of the opiuio 
that they do not represent the entire popu 
lation owing to the difficulty in taking th 
census in each a limited time. The popu 
lation of the city of Cheyenne is placed a 
11,693, an increase of 8,237, and Lararni 
6,395, an increase of 3,699. 


The assessed valuation of taxable prop 


erty in the State ia $30,665,000, which, th 
report says, is sot more than one-third th 
actual valua. There is a oash balance i: 
the treasury of $94,314, and the bonde 
indebtedness is $320,000. 


The Governor says the number of oattl 


in the State id about the same as last year 
but there are fewer large herds and man. 
more a—all ones. The coal mines and oi 
wells, of which there are many, are baio 
worked to advantage. 


The Governor recommends that appro 


priations for surveys of public lands b 
increased; that Congress take measures t 
utilize the waste waters of mountain 
Streams in providing storage reservoirs 
that tbe State be donated its storage reser 
voirs; that ths State be donated its aric 
lands, and authority be granted to tax per 
sons occupying Indian reservations, oni 
that the courts be authorized to try am 
punish whits men for offenses agains 
State laws when committed on Indian 
reservations.

Singular and Fatal Accident to a Rail 


roml Passenger. 


Passengers on a Burlington train tha 


reached Chicago Saturday told of a strangi 
and horrible accident that occurred thortl; 
after tbe train left Galaaburg. At that sta 
tion a womau with a baby got on the train 
She was coming to Chicago and from there 
intended to journey to Mexico to meet her 
husband. Her name was not learued. A 
few miles from Galesburg the train was 
running at a high rate of speed. The wo- 
man was seated about tbe center of a coach 
and had her face close to a window, when 
a freight train bound for Galesburg came 
along just on the opposite track. It was 
running at the rate of twelve miles ao 
hour and tho passenger train was thunder 
ing by at a forty mile clip. 


The xoax of the passing cars and the 


shaking of tbe roadbed loosened from its 
fastenings a door on tbe side of a freight 
oar, and it fell outward and struck tbe 
niudow through which the unknown \vo 
man was peering. The corner of tho thick 
door struck her full in the face with ornsh 
iag force. Her features vrera smashed into 
a pulp, her skull fractured and the back 
part of her brains exposed. She died in- 
stantly. The train was stopped, and the 
body of tbe poor mother aud the crying 
child were taken back to Gal?sbcrg.

Why a Pension Was Granted to an In- 


dian Woman. 


Jaet before tbe adjournment of Congress 


a bill was passed granting to 'Wioemab 
Biddell, a Modoo Indian woman, a pension 
of $25 a month daring her lifetime. 
Dar- 


ing the Modoc war of 1873 this woman 
warned the commission sent to negotiate 
peace that the Indians meant treachery, 
bat General Canby and Dr. Thomas of tha 
comiuiaiion did not believe her story. The 
massacre took place and the two Commis- 
sioners mentioned were murdered. Col- 
onel Mtaoham waa wounded, scalped and 
left for dead when Wmemah pickeJ him 
up in her aims and carried him- back to 
carmp, where he soon recovered. 


CAVE. 


A .Remarkable Cavern In the Yellow 


Bills—Some Interesting; Discoveries 


Suaday morniux, Mai uel AzaTedo, a 


Portngnesa prospector, wlio had baen in 
the employ of eome Son Francisco gentle- 
men for several months, prospecting in thai 
section of the mountains southeast of Be DO 
known as tie Yellow Hills, came into town 
with tbe information of the discovery of a 
wonderful cave about fourteen miles from 
this place, in that direction. Accompanist 
by two ranchers and a JOUBHAI rejjorter 
Azavedo left Eeno Sunday at 10 o'clock foi 
the scene of the discovery. After some two 
hours of rapid driving they reached the 
eastern extremity of the Alexander ranch 
when they left their wagons and picketed 
their horses in oce of the pastures. 
Tak 


ing a coil of rope, some candles, a lantern 
etc., the party made a tiresome scramble o 
some six miles through the dry, barren 
canyons of the Yellow Hills, when they 
came to a deep ravine within which was 
growth of chamise brush, the first vegeta 
tion of any kind, they had seen amoni 
these hills. Tha Portuguese led the way t 
the center of this plot of brush where 
i 


small milky stream issued forth for 
dozen feet or more »nd then dried np 
leaving a white incrustation of lime aboui 
The spring appeared to bubble out of th 
ground at the foot of a small cliff, ba 
where it issued was hidden by a veil o 
brush. Azavedo, with a grim smile, step 
ped forward and parted tha brush, diBclos 
ing, instead of the occult^pring,

Into the rook, from -which the limey water 
trickled forth. The party, after holding 
consultation and lighting the lantern an 
candles, got down on their hands and kaee 
and crawled for some thirty feet or mor 
through this nwlsward entrance, getting, i 
the meantima, wet and chill from the dam 
sides, until they came to a chamber, whic 
allowed them to Btaoil erect.

thirty feet in width by forty in length, an 
of unequal bight, varying f lorn five to thirt 
feet.

It had been made b 
dipping tbe palm in EOIUO kind of red pain 
and slapping it upon the side of tho Cham 
ber.

am OUR the observers. It seemed pointio 
towards a passage-way leading from tb 
room. After some discussion it was de 
oided to enter this and endeavor to se 
what was beyond. The appearance of thi 
dark tunnel waa any thing but inviting as i 
waa scarcely two feet and a half in diam 
eter, and would necessitate another disa 
greeable crawl. 


However, thern was no alternative, an 


getting down on thi ir h .uds and knees th 
party forced their way along until the 
came to a place which was indeed

scarcely eighteen inches in bight and Iw 
feet in width through which the party 
only with the greatest difficulty, were abl 
to force their persons through.

Nevertheless Kennan'a stor 
has been pretty well substantiated and i 
again affirmed by one of thp men whom h 
baw on his travels. This man Egor li 
reff claims to have traveled over the Winte 
trail to Irkutsk. He. tells of the mdignitie 
offered to helpless women and girls aloe 
this route of death until the blood ran ho 
in tha veins of the mon accompanying them 
as fellow prisoners. He tells of the month 
he spent in Irkutsk, the best gutirde 
prison in tho world, and of his escap 
therefrom and subsequent jou ney of thre 
thousand miles to the Pacific Coast.

a British steamer at NiUolaevsk, whia 
took him to Yokohama from which plac 
he reached San Francisco on the eteame 
Bio Jantiro. He is now in that city wher 
he reUted his story to an Examiner re 
porter. 


If the story of Loziteff is true he wil 


soon be as well known in this country a 
George Keonan. He appears to be a man 
of intelligence and education and will no 
rest, as he Bays, until he has seen Kennan 
who be al'iiais, will remember him.

atory of iiu^sian severities in Siberia is too 
well knoivu to be doubted. It is (rue tba 
denials bob up occasionally but the Kennan 
stories are confirmed from too many sour 
ces to bo doubtad. Fifty years from now 
the cm! zed world wilt wonder that each 
ihings weie ever allowed by tbe other 
nation . Wo have hardly yet reached the 
stage vibtiu the powers feel justified in 
nterfering in tbe internal affairs of such a 
powerful nation aa Russia. If it were 
some third rate power whose subjects were 
roan ing under such a persecution, aomo of 
he great powers would step in and demand 
hat it cease. Bat as it is the persecutions 
will probably continue until the Russian 
>eople overthrow, in a bloody revolution, 
he tyrannical author of them.

This is moxinted on a cylinder, 
Yrhioh, as it revolves, "makes ana 
breaks" the electric current by means of 
the varying indentations on the paper 
At the receiving end of the wire a simi- 
lar cylinder, titeving In accurate syn- 
chronism with th« other, receives the 
Current on a chemically prepared paper, 
on which it transcribes the signature in 
black letters on a white ground.—Ex- 
change.
